the side elevations, the central motives have 
the fenestration surrounded by a triple- 
arch treatment, recalling the entrance arch 
on Main street, and accentuated by flanking 
pavilions, with large windows, stone quoins 
and panels. The entire building is surmount- 
ed by a brick and stone entablature, with the 
name of the bank carved in the stone panels 
of the frieze on three sides of the structure. 

The building will be occupied entirely for 
banking purposes. The structural features 
are up-to-date in every particular, and the 
important portions are built of fireproof 
construction. 

Tle interior is planned with rd to 
efficiency and beauty, combined with the 
latest ideas in requirements. The 
main entrance, through a protecting vesti- 
bule, leads into a generous lobby, separate 
from the main banking room, - a column 
and arch treatment recalling the exterior 
design. a0 

The main banking room is laid out along 
the lines of the so-called “Island Plan”: 
that is, the working space of the bank is in 
the center of the room and ‘the patrons are 
served on two sides and at the front, with 
executive offices, vaults, etc., in the rear of 
the building, in a space corresponding to the 
front lobby, and again marking the exterior

Vote! Vote! Vote! 


In every state in New England except 
Massachusetts, ‘the rural voter has 
more power than the city voter. In 
this state, with a country population of 
approximately 202,108 against an urban 
population of 3,448,140, the value of 
the rural vote is the same as that of 
the city vote. 

This is as it should be. It marks the 
escape of Massachusetts from the old 
‘rotten borough’’ system which pre- 
vailed here and in England at the time 
when our state and federal constitutions 
were in the making. Even today, when 
one man’s vole is generally supposed to 
be as good as another's, each Connecti- 
cut and Vermont town, big or little, 
still has two members in its House of 
Representatives; Rhode Island has a 
property qualification for local offices; 
and New Hampshire has 417 members 
in its House —one from every town 
regardless of size. This rural vote is 
even stronger in the western states. 

Looked at in the light of the coming 
Presidential lection, this individual 
equality of voting power in the Com- 
monwealth meins just one thing: the 
smaller communities in this state, in 
order to make their wishes properly felt 
and thoroughly representative, must 
turn out in larger numbers than in any 
other state in New England. 

Such is the local situation, but there is 
still another interesting aspect to the 
next election-time. The Constitution 
of the United States says ‘Each State 
shall appoint . . a number of elec- 
tors, equal to the whole number of 
Senators and Representatives to which 
the State may be entitled in the Con- 
gress”. Nevada, with a population in 
1920 of 77,407, has just as many 
Senators as Massachusetts with its 
total of 3,650,248. One vote in Nevada, 
incidently, is worth just forty-seven 
votes in’ Massachusetts, when it comes 
to selecting Cabinets, making treaties, 
or amending the Constitution. In all 
fairness, under this system of represen- 


eighty-one electoral votes representing 
her Senators, if Nevada is to have two. 
As we all know, such is not the case. 

The point which the Townsman 
wishes to bring out is this: if President 
Calvin Coolidge is to be re-elected 
President of the United States, it 
behooves every voter in this State and 
throughout New England to see to it 
that he votes! It» is a generally ac- 
cepted fact that the minority of eligible 
voters practically “trun”. this country 
now, but it is not so clearly understood | 
that a minority in the West, where the 
rural vole is by far the strongest facrot, 
is a minority of exceptional and ominous 
power. 

An examination of typical elections 
during the past decade or so will con- 


vince one that indifference toward the| cord wood, Benjamin 


vote is a serious matter. Twenty years 
ago the percentage of those exercising 
their franchises wag over two and one 
half times that which it was in the past 
year. History shows that the minute a 
self-satisfied majority becomes drowsy 
or careless, feeling sure that things will 
run along as usual under a minimum 
amount of observance and cultivation, 
then it is that the greatest danger from 
an unbalanced but enthusiastic minority 
exists. If it is not a duty to vote, let 
it be at least considered a matter of 
safety, and-let us make Massachusetts 
votes count in the next election.

NEW SAVINGS BANK OPEN | LOCALNEWSNOTES

mental members, made of plaster, the whole 
painted in harmonious colors. 

At the left of the entrance and at the 
extreme rear of the main banking room, is 
an ample space for officers, separated from 
the public space by a low marble rail. The 
walls of this space are elled in mahogany, 
and have a battleship linoleum floor. 

Back of the open space for officers, are 
two closed rooms; one for the Treasurer’s 
office, and the other for a consultation room. 


At the rear end of the working space and 
opening into it is located the security vault, 
which is the last word in burglar and fire- 
proof bank vault construction. Two large 
storage vaults are located in the basement. 
The vault engineer in charge of this work, 
designed the construction for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston, and the equipment 
in the new vaults of the Andover Savings 
bank are of the same type. The materials 
and construction are such as to offer the 
greatest resistance to every known method of 
attack. The walls of the main vault are of 
reinforced concrete and steel plates. The 
walls, doors and locks. are wired with an 
electric protective system of the best type. 
Electric alarm buttons are installed at other 
convenient points, to provide additional 
protection. 


The importance of the vaults is indicated 
in the treatment of the exterior which is de- 
signed to represent Caen stone, surmounted 
by a moulded cornice, above which there is a 
French window opening from the mezzanine 
floor corridor, with decorative finish and 
surmounted by an ornaméfital clock fate in 
full view of the public space. 

At the rght of the vault, a special room 
is provided for bookkeeping and adding 
machines, separated from the working space 
by a glazed partition, The ceiling of this 
room is specially treated with sound deaden- 
ing felts and membrane. All floors of the 
working spaces are covered with battleship 
linoleum. 

Provisions for a trustees’ room and com- 
mittee room are made on the mezzanine 
story, over the vaults, and executive offices, 
together with a coat room and toilet facilities. 

Stairways at the rear of the building lead 
to the bank portion of the basement, and to 
the mezzanine story. The basement includes 
a ladies’ room and toilets for the employees, 
a rest room for women employees, and ample 
storage space in addition to a vault lobby 
and the storage vaults. In an entirely 
separate space, enclosed by fireproof con- 
struction, are located the boiler room, coal 
pocket, and electric service room. et 

The mechanical equipment of the building 
ihcluding the heating work, plumbing fixtures 
and electrical devices, has been carefully 
studied in relation to the remainder of the 
structure to insure a complete and up-to-date 
building in accordance with the latest ideas 
in bank construction. 

The large and beautiful building now com- 
pleted, is in striking contrast to the little 
office over the Valpey, now Lindsay market, 
in which the bank commenced to do business 
on the second Tuesday of May, 1835, under 
the guidance of Deacon Amos Abbot as 
president, and John H. Flint as treasurer. 
On the day the bank was opened, three 
deposits were made, aggregating $850. 

Abigail Anderson of Andover, was the first 
depositor, to the amount of Phoebe 
J. Atkinson of Andover was the second, to 
the amount of $60. Edward Pratt of Tem dle, 
N. H., was the third to the amount of $700. 

Since then, the bank has grown steadily in 
size and influence, until today it has become 
one of the largest country saving’s banks in 
the Commonwealth. For seventy years the 
savings bank has been a tenant of the 
National bank, first in its old building, and 
then in the new building, but both institu- 
tions have grown so rapidly in recent years, 
that both needed more room and the prob- 
for both banks has been solved by the 
by the Savings bank, of a home of its 
own, thus making it possible for the National 
bank to occupy the quarters which the 
Savings bank has used, alterations on which 
are now rapidly going forward. ;

Political Editor of the Boston Herald 
Speaks on ‘‘Thne Strat:cy of the 
Campiaign’”’

The speaker of the evening was Thomas 
Carens, political editor of The Boston 
Herald, who gave an instructive talk on 
“The Strategy of the Campaign.”’ His talk 
was purely non-partisan and he discussed in 
an interesting way the various candidates 
for the presidency. He opened his remarks 
with a fine tribute to the town of Andover, to 
the late John N. Cole and to Dr. Charles E. 
Abbott. In part he said: “The salvation of 
out government is the building up of strong 
parties. The present campaign is being 
referred to as the most wonderful, the most 
interesting, and the most everything possible, 
but it is not in any sense a crucial campaign. 
In fact there have been only a few such 
campaigns in the history of the country. 
Had Lincoln not been elected in 1860 the 
slave question would not have been settled 
for fifty years, and if Woodrow Wilson had 
not been re-elected in 1916 the history of 
the world would have been changed. The 
campaign is remarkable, however, in that 
after the scandals at Washington, six months 
ago, the Republican party has come back so 
strongly. The only way the Republican 
party can be defeated’is by a combination 
of its opponents. However, no matter who is 
elected it will be right as it always has been 
right.” 

Mr. Carens then referred to each of the 
three conventions, all of which he attended 
and explained the manner in which they were 
conducted; The Democratic campaign, he 
said he would remember as long as he lived. 

In speaking of the candidates he said, 
“There was no one who could have won back 
the confidence of the American people as 
Coolidge did after the scandals when he 
stated that the guilty would be punished, 
and the innocent vindicated.” He quoted 
ex-President Taft in referring to the Demo- 
cratic candidate who said, “‘ James A. Davis 
is the ablest lawyer in the United States.” 
In Mr. Carens’ opinion, he resembles the 
late ex-President Wilson in many respects, 
but without the forceful way of saying things 
that the late ex-President had. “If Mr. 
Davis is elected the country can come to no 
great harm and will continue to worry along 
as it always has,” he said. 

He next dwelt on the various issues such 
as prohibition, tariff, tax reduction, ku klux 
klan, and the right of Congress to override a 
decision of the Supreme court. 

The manner in which the President of the 
United States is elected was explained and 
with the aid of a large map he pointed out 
the states and sections, in which each candi- 
date could be sure of the votes, and made 
surmises as to how the doubtful sections 
would vote. 

In concluding, Mr. Carens urged everyone 
to register and vote. It is coming to the 
question whether party government will 
survive or whether the bloc system, which is 
now the curse of Europe, will be used for 
forty or fifty years. :
